the bond market went to pieces, 
following the general depression that 
spread over the United States, ani 
the commission was unable to make 
further sales. 

Tt was then the plan was evolved 
of having the counties purchase the 
bonds covering the work in their own 
territories. This did not assure any 
county any more road than was orig- 
inaliy planned for it, but it did pro- 
vide the money so that work could 
proceed within its boundaries. 
Through this means $14,000,000 of 
bends were sold, and later on, with 
the improvement of the genera! bond 
market, it was found possible to sell 
the remainder of the issue on the 
general market. 

FIRST ISSUE EXPENDED. 

Immediately after the sale of the 
first $2.000.000 worth of bonds the 
construction work was begun. It has 
been prosecuted continuously, until 
now the entire amount has been 
practically used. There is some work 
still in progress on the system be- 
tween Los Angeles and Ventura, in 
Sacramento Valley, in Humboldt dis- 
trict and in San Diego_county. 

Within.a few weeks the people of 
California will. be able to say by 
their votes whether they want the 
evetem pushed forward to comple- 
tion. The State Highway Commis- 
stoners believe that, if the bonds are 
voted. the entire system can be 
completed within two years, and 
California will have a chain of high- 
ways that will be the wonder of 


been asked as 
$18,000,000 
bond issue was submitted to the 
people, it was expected that this 
amount would be stfficient to com- 
plete the system as planned. Those 
whe had ihe campaign in charge 
Geclare there was no such expecta- 
tion. but that they believed the $18,- 
600.000 would carry the enterprise 
to euch a point it would fully dem- 
onstrate the great worth to Cali- 
fornia of such a system, and then 
the ef the State wo be 
ready and eager to give their ap- 
proval to the plans for completion 
of the splendid system. 

In this connection it is interesting 
to note the statement of former Gov-

when the $18,000,000 act was passed, 
and under whose. scrutiny the .act 
was framed. Recently he said: ° , 

“I suggested the first State rood 
roads bond tesue should be for only 
$18,006,000. not because I supposed 
for a moment that that amount 
woutd build all the roads or even 


all the State highways needed. 
. believed if the sum of $18,- 
000,800 judiciously used the re- 


sult would be to convince the peo- 
ple of the wisdom of good roads, 
and that whatever money was need- 
ed im the future the people would 
gladly give. I said that I thought 
it would take over $50,000,000 to 


As a matter of fact, the costs 
have been scaled down, through the 
coun- 
ties im securing the rights of way, 
so it is now declared that $30,000,- 
600 to $23,000,000 wil. be the cost 
of the entire system. 

The commission has had surveys 
and plans made for the proposed ad- 
Aitional sections, seo that if the bonds 
afe voted in November this pre- 
liminary work will be out of the 
way, and the actual construction 
“an be hastened to this extent.

No institytion can have a beneficial 
effect on the social and industrial life of a 
people unless it is founded on law and or- 
der. Organized labor has become a business 
interest more discriminating and restrictive 
in its methods than the most abused of the 
trusts that flourished in the days before the 
Sherman law. | 

That it would restrict competition and 
discriminate against free employment is not 
the worst count in the Indictment of union 
labor ag at present constituted. The worst 
feature is that it relies on violence and 
intimidation as its most effective weapons. 

An orderly, peaceful strike wherein a set 
of operatives laid down their tools and trust- 
ed solely to the justice of their demands 
to bring their employers to terms is a phe 
nomenon the world has never witnessed.

OF THE JOHNSONIANS. 
The Republicans of California must not 
permit themselves to be misled as to the 
meaning of the indorsement of Hughes and 
Fairbanks, the Republican national ticket, 
by the mongrel-Republican convention hbid 
last week in Sacramento. Charlies Evans 
Haghes, in one of his earliest addresses of 
the campaign, said, “Would you judge a man 
in high official position by his words? I 
would judge him by his appointments.” 
‘Gov. Johnson is giving lip service to the 
Republican national candidates in order to 
boost his own campaign for the United 
States Senate. But how about his high sal- 
aried appointive commissioners, his subsi- 
dized newspapers and the rest of his great 
army of pay-roll patriots? In the State 
press to date eleven of his commissioners 
have given formal interviews concerning 
their political affiliations. Each one of these 
has declared himself for Woodrow Wilson 
for President. All have announced. that 
their ticket is Wilson and Johnson. The 
Sacramento Union, the San Francisco Bul- 
letin and the Sacramento Bee, the three 


largest Johnson dailies in Northern Califor- 


nia, have all deciared for Wilson. Every 
union-labor appointee of the Governor— 
there are about twenty that hold the ap- 
pointment from him personally—who has 
expressed hiniself, has made an open dec- 
laration for Wilson. | 

Twenty-five unions and five labor councils 
in Northern Califorfiia have indorsed John- 


son and Wilson. Not one has indorsed 


Hughes.. Frank Daroux, the boss of the un- 
derworld of San _ Francisco, delivered 
eighteen votes to the Governor in the Sacra- 
mento convention. His lieutenants in San 
Francisco have been offering wagers that 
Willison carries San Francisco by 5000 and 
his ticket is known to be Johnson and Wil- 
son. Straw votes. covering the whole of 
California, published elsewhere in The 
Times today, indicate that Southern Cali- 
fornia, where the real Republicans predomi- 
nate, is three toone in favor of Hughes, but 
that in the northern and central counties 
which gave a majority in the last State pri- 
mary to bogus Republicans the sentiment is 
very equally divided between Wilson and 
Hughes. 

Contrary to the expectation even of the 
Governor’s supporters, the Progressive con- 
vention, controlled personally by the Gov. 
ernor, declined to name the same list of 
Presidential electors as the socalled Re 
publican convention. There will #e no 
Presidential electors in the Progressive 
column on the November ballot, and the Pro- 
gressive voters are left to make their own 
choice between Hughes and Wilson. The 
order came from the Governor himself at the 
eleventh hour that the Republican electors 
should not be named on the Progressive 
ticket. The reason assigned in Sacramento 
for this was that it might turn against the 
Governor many Democrats who. are expected 
to vote for him for United States Senator. 

These facts are published at this time in 
order that the Republicans of Southern 
California shall know that they cannot de 
pend upon the mongrel State Central Com- 
mittee named by the Sacramento convention 
to make a campaign for even the head of 
the Republican ticket. If Hughes and Fair- 
banks carry California in November it will 
be by reason of the untiring efforts of the 
regular Republicans; the Johnsonized Re- 
publican State Centra] Committee will sacri- 
fice Hughes, just as these same men sacri-

pledged to support the present Progressive 
administration in the next Legislature. In 
the First Congressional District the adminis-

Angeles county alone the administration is © 


openly opposing ten of the fifteen Re- 
publican nominees for Legislature and two 
Senatorial nominees. 


Republicans will be asked to contribute 
meney to defray the expenses of the mon 
grel-Republican State Central Committee;

SEVENTH REGIMENT MA¥E 
BE HOME IN ONE MONT 


Present Programme Calls for More Training in Sham 
of Long Hike to Fort Huachuca and Back, thease 
Sacramento—Our Boys Lead in Proposed ‘Ratings #

Before this goes into prirt, the 
Seventh and Second Califo regi- 
ments may be entraining for the 
Sacramento mobilization camp. They 
may be passing through the State 
on the main line of the Southern Pa- 
cific as this newspaper is delivered to 
its subscribers. And they may be on 
the march out of Nogales én the way 
to Fort Huachuca, fifty-eight miles 
distant in the pathiess desert. 
The President and his Cabinet, as 
told by Associated Press dispatches

seen service on the border since first 
called out in June. Gen. Funston, in 
command of all activities on the 
border, is urging that his pro- 
be carried 
out, which means, in relation to the 
California troops, the hike to Fort 
Huachuca, thence to Tucson, from 
Tucson to Nogales, where the Cali- 
fornia troops will then break camp 
and go to Sacramento, where they 
will be distributed to their homes. 

BACK NEXT MONTH. 

If this programme is adhered to, 
the California troops will break 
camp about October 20 and will ar- 
rive in Sacramento four days later. 
Allowing several days for the mus- 
tering out routine, the men will be 
distributéd to their homes about the 
first of November. 

All regiments, which have engaged 
in the intensive drilling of the past 
summer, will receive a military rat- 
ng at Fort Huachuca. °For instance, 
the Seventh California at the present 
time stands at the head of all regi- 
ments at the Nogales camp. The 
regiment has 860 enlisted men ‘and 
fifty-five officers. It is fully equipped 
ix clothing, arms, ammunition, 
horses, tentage and all imperishable 
supplies. It has been drilled inten- 
sively for two mionths and over, this 
drill being in every branch of the 
infantry service, and under the eyes 
of regular army officers assigned for 
this purpose. If sent on the forty- 
lay hike they will be inspected by 
the division commander -at Fort 
Huachuca, this inspection lasting two 
weeks. The regiment will then be 
siven a rating and sent home. This 
ie Gen. Funston’s programme. 

If, as is expected, the Seventh Cali- 
fornia is given an “efficiency A” rat- 
ing, the regiment will be tabulated 
as a “first .call” regiment, and, will 
he the first to go when any kind of

To meet the comparatively high, 
death rate of Japanese mothers in 
Southern California the Japanese 
Humane Society for Chiléren, with 
headquarters In Inglewood, has suc- 
cessfully cared for over fifty cases 
since July, when it became an aux- 
iliary of the Los Angeles Humane 
Society for Children. 

The organization first estab- 
lished two years ago at No. 822 
South Fiower street, by R. Kusu- 
moto, as the Home for Japanese 
Children, but the grounds were in- 


and ‘one-half acres were purchased 
in Inglewood, one block from the 
Hawthorne car line, and on this plot 
the home was established. 

The institution, six months after 
it was moved to Inglewood, received

Miners’’ Wages Increase with 
Rise in Copper and Farming 
Conditions are Undsually Favor- 
able—Troops at Border are Add- 
ing to Circulation of Money. 


The flood tide of prosperity is 
sweeping Arizona, and every branch 
of industry is feeling its power, ac- 
cording to George H. , editor 
of the Daily International of Doug- 
las, Ariz. Mr. Kelly has been a resi- 
dent of the State for more than a 
score of years, and declares that he 
has never seen a boom itke the pres- 
ent one. He is spending his vacation. 
in Southern California, and is at 
present visiting in Long Beach.

Some nine days before death ensued 
rumors were circulated that Mr.

When Dr. Marxmilier sug- 
gested that the patient be removed to 


There days later 
the patient died and an examination 
was made. The vital organs were 
found In a serious condition and 

could have resulted from any 
one of several causes. No trace of 
Poison was found and. no chemical 
analysis was made, 

Last week the attention of the 
District Attorney’s office was called 
to the stories surrounding the death 
of Mr. Stewart. This information, 
it is sald, was conveyed by Mrs. Eva 
S. Weber, a sister of Mr. Stewart 
and for several weeks an occupant 
of his home, , 

Mr. Stewart, who was uted to 
be weaithy, made a will a few days 
prior to his death, leaving the bulk 
of his estate to his wife and small 
sums to his sisters. After a prelim- 
inary examination, representatives of 
the District Attorney's office and Mrs. 
Stewart's attorneys @greed to go to 
Ash Fork, Ariz., next Friday and 
exhume the body, and have 
a thorough postmortem -examina- 
tien and chemical analysis of the 
organs.

Charges That Hold. 


HE. Bache Review, published 
weekly in New York, in the num- 

ber dated September 2 arraigned the 
labor oligarchy for threatening to 
strike and tie up all the industries of 
the country, thus bringing untold suf- 
fering and distress upon all the people, 
and death to many, and most of these 
sick and weak persons and young chil- 
dren. This review holds that the labor 
power is already too great. It says 


A that when any power becomes too 


great “the people rise up and smash it.” 
It alleges that this power of the labor 
vote comes from the weakness of poli- 
ticians, and then it goes on and ar- 
raigns the politicians of the present ad- 
ministration for their cowardly submis- 
sion to the dictates of these greedy rail- 
road men ip a way that is decidedly 


vigorous, and every charge against | 


them will hold in the minds of the 
American people. We quote the 
counts made against the administration 
and its subservient politicians as fol- 
lows: 

“That is why we have on the statute 
books— , 

“The Seaman's Bill which stabbed. 
the progress of a great American mer- 
chant marine. 

“The Clayton antitrust prohibitions 
from which labor trusts are exempt, 
making possible such a hold-up as now 
exists, 

“The Tavenner amendment forbid- 
ding efficiency in government work. 

“And many other class measures. 
“That is why the threat of a great 
railroad strike which has been hanging 
ever the country for two months or 
more with certainty of trouble coming, 
and which could have been prevented 
by legislation, did not receive any at- 
tention from the government or Con- 
gress until the edge had been reached. 


“ “That is why the saving principle of 
arbitration has been given a body blow 
by the President's ignoring it. At the 
very first session with the strike 
threateners, which was held behind 
closed doors, he espoused their cause 
and refused to insist, as his power 
would have enabled him to do, upon 
arbitration, which is the only just, the 
only  fair-to-both-sides method of 


settling big or little labor disputes.” 


Booming Business. 
R ECORDS for August exports from 
San Francisco made a new mark 
for the month just closed. The figures 
amounted to $12,686,224. The month’s 
imports were worth $7,894,074. The 
exports for last August were more 
than twice those for the same month 
a year ago. a 
September 9, imports of gold into 
New York amounted to $10,000,000 
for the day. This consignment was 
preceded earlier in the week by 
$35,000,000, making a total of some- 
thing like $270,000,000 received at that 
city from abroad since lest May. 


These are huge figures, and stand 
for a booming condition of business in 
the country generally. The clearing- 
house banks and trust companies 
issued a statement on the same day 
that this $10,000,000 arriv-d in New 
York. This report showed that these 
institutions held $69,801,070 reserves 
in excess of the légal requirement. Of 
course it is nice to have all the money 
likely to be needed on hand, but the 
encouraging thing about this state- 
ment of the New York clearinghouse 
was that these figures showed a de- 
crease of $26,028,070 for the week clos- 
ing September 9.° The loans and dis- 
counts showed an increase of away 
over $13,000,000, but the _ reserves 
were more than $400,000,000.

Some folks complain at paying 40 
cents a dozen for eggs, but the party 
owning the hens is ready to make af- 
fidavit that they cost him 39 cents and 
it ought to be worth a cent to gather 
and market the crop and keep his birds 
good-natured. The price of food ra- 
tions to make the best eggs is some- 
thing scandalous. 


Neither does there seem to be any 
notable profit in supplying poultry for 
the table unless it can be delivered as 
the earliest run of broilers and fryers. 
In mid-season there is smal] chance to 
get rich, and, as usual, it is the pro- 
ducer of poultry that gets the short 
end of the play. It grieves him sorely 
to part with his yearlings at 10 cents a 
pound and then see them turn up in 
the market as young roasters or large 
fryers at 40 cents a pound. 

There is good money in the poultry 
business—in a big way; also there is 
an immense advantage in the little 
household flock which can furnish the 
table with meat and eggs the year 
round, but no one need embark in the 
hen industry with the idea that it isa 
carefree and easy life with a big bunch 
of boodle at the day’s loofing. 

No such thing! 


Muckrakers to the Rescue. 


ROM San Francisco comes the 

news that a great merger is on 
foot which will absorb all the can- 
ning industries of the Coast. This in- 
cludes both fish canning and fruit can- 
ning. It has been engineered in New 
York, and the corporation is to be 
known as the California Fruit Prod- 
ucts Company and to havea capitaliza- 
tion of $50,000,000. The deal is re- 


-ported to be underwritten, and the 


consolidation assured. 3 

The time was, not so long ago, 
when an item like this would have set 
the whole country in an uproar. Every 
muckraker between the two seas 
would have reared up on his little end, 
opened his big mouth, and yelled like 
a thousand coyotes in a canyon. Trust- 
busters would have joined the muck- 
rakers in the hue and cry, and, as the 
sailors say, there would have_ been 
“the devil to pay and no pitch ready.” 


And lo, this announcement of. this 
great combination passed without a 
word of protest or a how!, which made 
one wonder if all the muckrakers were 
dead, and if all the trust-busters spoil- 
ing for a fight had emigrated to 
Europe and gone into the trenches. 
Not a word was heard about undesir- 
able citizens, or tainted wealth, or any 
of the other shibboleths of the crowd 
so hostile a few years ago to business.

Nearly half a bundred varieties of vermin 
have attacked the soldiers under these con-

ly one of hygiene. 

The reported command to the French sol- 
diers to shave brings up to the minds of 
humanity the whole subject of beards. In 
the first place, there is something racial 
about this hirsute adornment of the human 
face, and whiskers go with the Aryan races 
more than with the others. The dark- 
skinned races are not bearded as a rule. 
The North American Indian bears a face 
as naked as a woman's. The black races 
of Africa are a'so for the most part beard- 
less. So are the yellow races of China, and 
the Japanese bave very scant hair growth 
on their faces. 


The Turks came from about the headwaters 
of the Euphrates or the Tigris, and the 
Tartars from farther east along the great 
wall of China, but were not Mongolians. 
The Greeks were a bearded race, and 
they rolled back the tide of Asiatic invasion 
in Eurepe several times. They were the 
greatest conquerers of their time, and the 
greatest colonists; too. There were very 
few

Homer was bearded, Miltiades had whiskers 
like the Gorgon’s hair, Lycurgus wore hair 
and beard as long as an American Populist. 
Alexander the Great was one of the few 
beardiess Greeks, Aristotle was another, but 
Aristides and Alcibiades made up for them, 
and as for Archimedes, while he was bald 
on top, his whiskers flowed over his cheeks 
anc chin, reminding one of Niagara. Euri- 
‘pides was bearded, and Demosthenes wore 


beardiess Greeks whose faces have 


a short-cropped, carefully-cultivated beard. 
Plutarch wore a beard like a lot of foxes’ 
tails hanging around his chin, while Pin- 
dar’s beard reminded one again of the hair 
hanging from the Gorgon’s head. Pericles, 
like the elegant man he was, wore a hand- 
some beard carefully trimmed. Thucidydes 
and Socrates are about the least comely 
men which Greek history furnishes the 
faces of. They both wore scraggy, unkept 
beards, very much alike. 

The Romans, who foHowed the Greeks in 
history and conquered them, might have 
been bearded, but were not. They were the 
first civilized race who took te razors. 
They were not al! beardiess. Among the 
noted Romans who wore beards were Taci- 
tus, Lucretius, Livy, Sallust and a few 
others. They impressed their way of wear- 
ine their faces clean upon after-generations 
in Western Europe, and this custom has

E Comptroller of the Currency at 

Washington has called once more for a- 
statement of the condition of the national 
banks of the country as of the 12th inst. 
It is just seventy-two days since the former 
report was called for, and in this period the 
thirteen national banks of Los Angeles 
showed a wonderful increase in their as- 
sets. Deposits have increased more than 
$6,000,000, as shown by the figures for 
September 12, $87,834,537; compared with 
$81,740,060 on June 30. This gain in the 
short period is declared to be a new record. 
The beauty of this report is that loans and 
discounts grow with the deposits. The total 
loans and discounts reported by the banks 
were $59,356,760, an increase of more than 
$2,000,000 in the period. The available cash 
increased about $4,900,000. These figures

This ts 
an advantage which the interior of the 
country lacks, but we are ai generous 
people, and having enough, are always 
to share with those who have the price to 
pay for what they get. The first full car- 
load of fresh fish destined for the East ever 
sent out from Los Angeles Harbor was 
shipped to Kansas City, September 15. Fish 
is one of the most perishable foods in hu- 
man life, so this went by express. It con- 
sisted of 20,000 pounds of choice halibut 
valued at $1300, and wil! make many a good 

meal for the people of Kansas City.

Mr. Waring tells me that the geological 
survey has discovered many hot springs in 
different parts of Alaska.

I have heard of hot springs ever since I 
came to Alaska. They are to be found from 
the islands at the southeastern part of the 
Territory to the very shores of the Arctic. 
Fifty miles north of Ketchikan, the first port 
at which' the steamers stop, are the Belle 
Island hot springs, where the water is 164 
degs. Fahrenheit, or hot enough to cook eggs. 
A little farther north are the Sitka hot 
springs which are 156 degs. above zero, and, 
on Chichagoff Island, between Sitka and Ju- 
neau, are the Tenakee hot springs, where the 
postmaster is building cottages and trying to 
make the place a summer and winter resort. 
The Tenakee springs are in a natural forest, 
and the forestry service is putting in board- 
walks and other improvements. 

The Sitka hot springs are sixteen miles 
south of Sitka. They are now building a 
hotel there and a score or so of cottages have 
been already erectei. The water contains 
sulphur and is good for drinking and bathing. 
It is especially fitted to cure rheumatism 
and will, it is said, drive alcohol out of the 
system and give one a distaste for drink.

“What do you grow?” sa 
A Variety of Products. 


“We raise potatoes, rutabagas, beets, 
carrots, tutnips, salsify and the finest of 
celery. We grow kale, cabbage and all 
sorts of root crops. We have green peas, 
but beans will not mature. I have a fine 
asparagus bed, and as for mushrooms, I 
trow them as big around as a dinner plate, 
and as tender as any in the world. We also 
raise lettuce and radishes. I have a beard- 
less barley and oats and also one kind of 
wheat, which matures.” 

“Do you make hotbeds?” I asked. 


“We have a glass greenhouse, thirty-six 
feet long, and sixteen feet wide, built above 
one of the hot springs. The hot water fur- 
nishes the heat, and no matter if the ther- 
mometer goes to thirty degrees below zero 
outside, it never gets to freezine within. 
The plants grow in the hothcuse a!l winter 
and in summer we have cucumbers. to- 
m-tocs and waterme'ons. We also ra‘se 
lettuce. yorng onicnas 2rd other green stu. 
We heve a tree onion that grows well. It 
d-es not lie in the ground, but grows on the 
branches of a tree, twelve or fourteen 
incies hich.” 

I asked Mr. Schofeld whether many 
peonle came to visit the springs. He re 
plied: 

— “Yes. we have a hotel! there that accom- 
modates thirty and the people come in from 
Nome and all parts of the Seward Penin- 
stla. Our best season is in the winter. 
The peop'e come on sleds drawn by dogs, 
and you can sometimes see as many as 490 
dogs there at one time. It usually takes 
two days to make the trip in the winter, but 
it can be done in one day in the summer by 
going over the railway track with the Pup- 
mobile, a car drawn by dogs, which ta‘es 
you within six miles wf the springs. You 
see, the waters there are of various kinds, 
and they are good for different diseases. 
We have eprings that seem to be a sure 
cure-for rheumatism. We have one, known 
as the Iron Spring, whose waters seem to 
contain little else, and in the main spring 
we have a combination of iron, sulphur, 


lithia and magnesia that is especially val- 
uable.” 


Hay is High. 


Riding back to the river on the hay wagon 
I sat beside Tom Davis, a farmer who does 
teaming from here to the mines. He tells 
me the hay they are now unloading from 
our ship is worth $90 a ton at the river and 
$149 a ton when it gets to the mines. I 
remarked that the price seemed an ex- 
travagant one. Said Mr. Davis: 


“It is not high for Alaska. I have known 
‘hay selling as high as $800 a ton or at 40 
cents per pourd. That was in the Klon- 
dike “when the gold excitement was raging. 
I have sold hay here for 59 cents a pound, 
and weighed the hay out on the grocery 
scales. The latter price was received for 
1000 pounds only. I got it at Gold Ruf, 
where I peddiled the hay out to packers and 
the men who had saddle horses.” 


As we bounced up and down ever the 
corduroy logs, I asked Tom Davis how the 
road was built and kept in order. He replied 
that it was a community affair, the covern- 
ment and the pecple clubbing together and 
paying the cost. He said that the rcad was 
worked altogether by the local community 
until two years ago, and that every one 
was then subject to one day's work on the 
road, or to pay a po'l tax of $8. Think of a 
country where the hands on the road are 
valued at $8 a day! That is the current 
wages in this part of the Tanana Valley. 
Men are paid $5 a day and board or $8 a 
day when they find themseives. The men 
who are unloading the hay from_ the 
steamer are getting $1 per hour. 

I rode all day long on the Tanana River 
in coming from Fort Gibbon to the Baker 
Hot Springs. The Tanana flows into the 
Yukon at Fort Gibbon (It rises on the 
eastern slope of the coastal range, and goes 
for 600 miles hefore it loses ftself in the 
Yukon. The river has a greater yolume 
than that of the Potomac; and where it 
joins the Yukon it is like an inland sea. 
It has many is'ands, scme of which are 
forested with, spruce and birch that rise 
straight and tall behind the willows border- 
ing the sore. At a distance the 
willows look Itke a hedze, and you seem to 
see a floating forest inciesed by a green 
fence fifteen or twenty feet high. | 


Plenty of Silt. 


The river is sluggish and it carries down 


a vast deal of silt. The water is as t™ick 
as bean soup, and a glass of it, allowed to 
settle, will soon hide the bottom of the 
tumbler. There are freqvent sar dbars and 
you pass islands in every stage of forma- 
tion from the bare brawn patch of silt to 
forest-clad patches Washed by the waves. 
Now and then the river has floating islands, 
and great beds of green, with brushes and 
trees upon them, move down the Bam In 
places the river is from five to ten miles in 
width. It is shallow, and it is al-ays build- 
ing up and tearing down the valley through 
which it flows. ; | 


As you ride along in the steam>r, you can 
see the banks crumbiing. The woter melt3 
the icy strata under the svi! a-d trees, 
bushes and the earth in which they are 
growing fall down into the curre:t under 
your eyes. The river banks are lined vith 
trees still living and still creen, which have 
fallen this way into the current. At times 
the water so melts the frozen strata that 
caves are formed unc :r the matted moss 
and where there is an open space and no 
trees this green mat falls down into the 
stream hanging from above as though it 
were a great green carpet laid from the bed 
of the river up to the shore. 


Iam surprised at the vegeta‘ion§ that 
covers this part of Alaska. Al! alonz the 
Yukon and Tanana are trees of fairly gcod 
site. There are spruce and other ever- 
greens thirty or forty feet tall; and some of 
tem are one or two feet in thickness. The 
bushes grow far up the sides of the mcun- 
tains; and the tand seems rich in the val- 
‘'eys. At the wood camps, where the trees 
have been cut away to furnish fuel for the 
steamers, there are great beds of pink fire- 
weed rising out of high grass. There are 
wild flowers everywhere, and the scenery 
seems anything but that of this cold icy 
land of the North. As you go up the river 
you may, here and there, see them clearing 
the land. The pioneers are chopping little 
farms out of the woods. They first cit the 
trees and a year later pull the stumps out 
by the roots. The ice is so close to the 
surface that the roots cannot go down. 
After clearing they plant little patches of 
vegetables or fields of oats-hay. None of 
the farms is large, and I venture that it will 
be a long time before the local market 


will be great enough to pay the farmers of 


the United States to leave their good homes 
to try their luck here. :

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FISHING FOR HALIBUT IN THE PACIFIC 


“ith Capt. W. H. Gilmour. 


“In every rank, or great or small, 
"Tis industry supports us all.” 
HE truth of the lines of Gay is surely 
exemplified by the -hardy halibut 
fishermen of the Pacific. What be 
tween traveling to and from the banks and 
working while on the grounds, there is no 
idle time. And though their lot is one of 
hard work and long hours, litle complaint is 
heard, the element of chance in the catch 
buoying up all hands and causing them to 
accept their situation philosophically. 
Recently I accompanied Capt. William H. 
Gilmour, of the schooner Decorah, to the 
fishing grounds off the Oregon coast on a 
cruise which ranged from twenty miles 
north of the Columbia River to thirty miles 
south of Yaquina Bay. The vessel, owned 
by the Burke Fish Company of Portland, is 
a typical halibut schooner sixty-eight feet 
ae driven by a fifty horsepower gas en- 
gine, and has capacity for fifty tons “ fish. 


across the deck. A few skates of gear are 
baited and made ready for use as soon as 
the grounds are reached. 

The gear or set of lines used to catch the 
fish, is the same, whether long-line fishing 
or dory fishing is employed. The main unit 
or set of lines is called a “skate.” A skate 
to a landlubber looks like an ordinary coil 
of rope with a myriad of hooks along its 
length. So it is, yet it is all arranged ac- 
cording to a definite plan. Each skate ig 


_compesed of seven “lines,” each line 300 


feet iff length, with an eye splice at each 
end for knotting and unknotting the lines. 
Thus each skate is 2100 feet in length. 
Along the skate at distances of nine feet, 
fastened by a gangion, or leader, are hooks.

When it snaps its jaws 
down over a stick or other object it seems 
powerless to let go. Curious fish of many 
kinds are brought up in the fishing opera- 


tions. Most of them are of varieties that: 


are good eating, yet they are thrown away, 
as the public has not been educated to know 
their valine and will not buy them. 

The largest catch of fresh halibut made on 
the Pacific Coast since fishing began in 1888 
was taken in January of this year, when the 
halibut schooner Chicago came in with 299,- 
000 pounds. The greater part of this, which 
filled eight express cars, was dispatched 
East, going to St. Paul, Boston, Buffalo and 
New Tork. Likewise the best-paying trip 


(for the fishermen) made by a halibut ves- 
sel was made this year. In April the 
schooner Seattle, out twenty days, brought 
in a fare of halibut which sold for $7728.42. 
After deducting the vessel's share, which 
was-merely enough to cover expenses, wear 
and tear, etc., each member of the crew re- 
ceived as his share $46219. Quite a neat 
sum for twenty days’ fishing. 

The fleet of vessels fishing from Puget 
Sound alone now numbers over 100, with 
numbers of additidnal vessels in Oregon and 
British Columbia waters. ‘The magnitude of 
the industry is shown by the receipts of 
fresh halibut and the prices to fishermen on 
Puget Sound for the first six months of 
1916:

Although records for price and catch eo 
halibut have been broken this year by fisher- 
men, nevertheless the banks of the Pacific 
are gradually being depleted, making it in- | 
creasingly hard te find fish. At one time 
boats could load up with fish just off Cape 
Flattery, but no more. Now they cruise as 
far north as Oregon and 1500 to 1700 miles 
north along the Alaskan Coast. This 
scarcity of fish has caused agitation for a 
closed season in winter, the natural spawn- 
ing time of the halibut, and a demand fer. 
help on the part of the government in lo- 
cating new grounds. Recently the Bureau of 
Fisheries steamer Albatross has been at 
work surveying off the Oregon and Alaskan 
coasts, but what the fishermen ask is ac- 
curate soundings and locations of new 
grounds farther out. If this is done fisher- 
men will détermine whether or not there are 
fish there in paying quantities. It seems the 
importance of the food question and the 
need of further intrenching the industry 
would justify the government in giving this 
aid.

this experiment. They even walled the coffin 
in with cement and brick. Surely this fakir 
did not get out. Yet when they eventually 
took him from the grave, he soon recovered 
consciousness. 


But in his book “Hindu Magic,” Carrington 
tells of a case where, by prearranged 
trickery, a tunnel had been prepared which 
led from the grave to the hollow tree. And 
here, from time to time, sight-seers had been 
d=ped by the “burial-alive” trick. Acci- 
dentally on one occasion the fakir who was 
supposed to be reposing in the tomb was 
found sleeping in the hut of a relative, and 
his exposure of course followed. 

The most hair-raising of all Indian ipggler 
tricks is the one wherein a rope is thrown 
into the air; the rope stiffens; a boy runs up 
the rope and disappears; suddenly hig yells, 
coming from the invisible, are heard. Then 
down fall the boy’s legs, and arms, head and 
body, to the exquisite horror of the spec 
tators. Gradually the parts reassemble, like 
the hoop-snake of fiction, and the boy walks 


away as happy as ever. This is a vicinal 
story—but that seems about all. A careful 
canvass of Europeans familiar with Indian 
life and its jugglery has revealed no re 
sponsible person who has actually seen this 
trick. Once a story was published with what 
purported to be photographs, showing parts 
of this act. The photo plates showed too 
that nothing of the sort really happened— 
proving it seems that all the spectators were 
hypnotized. And, to mix things up even 
worse, Dr. Hodgson, an eminent writer on 
Indian occult things, says the author of the 
boy-and-rope yarn faked the whole story, 
and even the pictures were proven to be 
woodcuts! 

Snake charming is common, ‘of course. 
Many animals and reptiles can be rendered 
stupid by wailing music. In the Bible we

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read how the priests fooled Pharaoh by 
changing their rods into snakes. One writer’ 
quotes the following incident. “Sitting one 
morning on the veranda, an aged musician 
approached and asked permission to perform 
some of his tricks. _.

animals or plants. To breed with. intelli-. 
gence you must know your blood. Then you 
may breed with certainty of results. : 


To cite indisputable proof a local example 
will be noted. A poultry breeder bought a 
fine thoroughbred pedigreed Black Minorca 
cock, one whose ancestors had been inbred 
for generations, and were prize-winners for 
generations. At the first molt this fine 
young cockerel came out with a new set of 

pure white feathers. The opinion of the 
present writer was asked as to breeding him 
and the reply given was: “The safest Black 
Minorca to breed from in California. He is 
so purely inbred for pure black that nature _ 
has revolted at the intensity and condensa- 
tion of striving for black.” And so it proved. 
In thousands of chicks from this cock not a 
white feather appeared. Yet from others of 
equal record in pedigree an occasional white 
feather or two appeared. At the next molt 
the cock obtained a few black and a. few 
particolored feathers and in successive 
molts he gradually came back to a glossy 
_—black and once more won prizes at the poul- 
try shows. Blood alone will tell and if you 
choose white chickens or white flowers, cross 
two of them and save the seeds (or chicks.) 
When these are sown, save from the re- 
sultant crop two whites, if they come, and 
cross these. From these seeds you will get 
whites and if this course is pursued one 
more generation the chances are that you 
may get npthing but whites. That is how 
you may obtain pure white blood, or “bred 
for white.” And blood alone will tell. 


Golden-rod Pollen. 


Much complaint has been made of. golden- 
rod pollen by sufferers from hay fever. The 
lowly dandelion has also been blamed for 
similar offenses. Now come Uncle Sam's ex- 
perts stating that the most sensitive gelatine 
plates failed to catch pollen of either, though 
other sorts of pollen and dust of many 
kinds were freely caught. It would seem 
that golden-rod pollen is heavy and does not 
ordinarily float in the air. For many years 
the writer grew large quantities of golden- 
rod, gathered armfuls of it without incon- 
venience, though an asthmatic. Others in 

_ the same neighborhood dug plants out of 
their cardens, claiming il! effects therefrom.

Bolting Tree Crotches. 


Any tree nearly equally divided by a V- 
shaped crotch is structurally weak and 
sooner or later will split. To prevent this 
the crotch should be securely bolted through 
while the tree is young, vigorous and un- 
harmed. It would have been still better 
when quite young to have pruned the little 
tree so it would have had five or more main 
divisions instead of two, and branching at 
various heights, not all in a bunch. Crotch 
bolts should have large heads and nuts or, 
better still, large washers, and turned up 
tight as possible, countersunk through bark 
at each end, 


Paraguay Guavas. 


As a result of a notice In this depart- 
ment some interesting local statistics are 
piling up regarding the fruitfulness of 
Feijoa, the Paraguay guava. A great ma- 
jority of the plants reported have never 
burne fruit, though some have yielded most 
prodigiously. A few samples of fruits have 
been sent in, among them a dozen-or so 
from “Wildair,” the city home of Mrs. C. E. 
Thom, and these were the largest and finest 
the writer has seen, one of the types being 
nearly globose in form, two and a half 
inches in diameter. Other types were more 
nearly egg-shaped. 


Tulips Red and Tulips White. — 


Now that cooler days are close at hand 
it is time for first planting of that class of 
bulbs ‘known as Dutch or Holland. Daffo- 
4ils, hyacinths, tulips, anemones and ra- 
nunculuses are all on the list of every seeds- 
man and may be planted for the next three 
months. Tulips do best in a deep rich soil 
of excellent drainage, and if freely watered 
will do as well in California as in the 
damper climates, though after the first year 
bulbs deteriorate so fast that In the writer’s 
garden they are left to “peter out” in future

Some Questions for Mothers. 


Caroline L. Hunt, writing in one of the 
useful “Farmer’s Bulictins” that our gov- 
ernment issues, suggests that at the close 
of the day every mother might ask herself 
certain questions relative to the care of her 
children.

Did each child have an egg or an equiva- 
lent amount of meat, fish or poultry? Did 
any child have more than this of flesh foods

To Chill Your Water.

SUMMER PEST REMEDIES. 
To Fight Against Bedbugs. 


{Modern Priscilla:] Mr. Bedbug is in the | 


greatest disfavor with housewives, and his 
presence is prima facie evidence that the 
housekeeping is slovenly. But all house 
keepers do not know, perhaps, that the bed- 
bug is naturally a dweller in the wood of 


trees, the writer has passed through an 
Arkansas forest where the trees were cov- 
ered with them. It is by way of wood of 
some kind that he has found his way into 
our homes and then we have Mr. Bedbug 
with us. He becomes a kind of human 
parasite when he gets the chance. 

Wood, then, of a!l kinds, is the first place 
of attack to exterminate him. Wood beds, 
baseboards, wal! trim, etc., must be looked 
over, and sprayed with gasoline. Draperies 
and other hangings that make for darkness 
and heat must be removed. A _ rigorous 
programme for Mr. B's extermination is: 

(1) Have no unpainted or unvarnished 
surfaces in the room. 

(2) Daily expose the bedding to direct 
air and sunlight. 

(3) Fill all cracks with putty and apply 
a coat of shellac. 

(4) Brush all bed frames with gasoline; 
bedding may be treated similarly. 

(5) In extreme cases tear all paper from 
walls and paint them; burn sulphur or for- 
maldehyde candles over night. 


Carpet Beetles, Fleas, Mosquitoes. 


Carpet beetles and “silver-fish” insects 
come when conditions have been stationary 
for some time. The remedy is heroic up 
heaval!—taking up carpets and letting in a 
flood of sunlight and air. Spray with gaso- 
line before laying articies in place, and do 
not allow them to lie uninspected for long. 
* Last summer the writer received several 
frightened letters from a housekeeper who 
had a regular “flea epidemic” in one of her 
rooms, and who tried every method without 
success until finally the spraying with gaso 
line gave relief, always being very carful 
about fire. 

Kerosene is by all means the cheapest 
disinfectant for mosquitoes, and if there is 
any small pool of stagnant water near your 
home it is a duty to spread a little kerosene 
on the surface. 


KINKS IN THE KITCHEN. 
More Fireless Cooker Points. 


[Woman’s Home Companion:] Fireless 
cooking saves many hours of time every 
week. The food can be put into a cooker to 
roast, bake, or boil, and after it is heated to 
the right point there is no need for more 
work or worry. A complete dinner may be 
prepared early in the day and left to its 
own resources in the cooker for from six to 
eight hours, at the end of which time it 
may be served hot and in perfect condition. 
Here one uses a little judgment as to the 
choice of foods. Some foods may remain in 
the cooker, to advantage, longer than 
others. A little experience will soon give 
the necessary knowledge. | 


Four Methods of Fireless Cooking. 


*Four methods are employed in a fireless 
cook stove. One with the heated radiators 
only, and the food placed in the cooker cold 
and raw. A second method is to first heat 
the food and bring it to boiling point, and 
place it in the cooker without the use of 
the discs. A third method is a combination. 
The food is heated or brought to the boiling 
point and placed in the cooker with the 
heated radiators, using one or two of the 
discs as the case may require. While pre 
paring the food the radiators may be heated 
over any kind of.a stove. The fourth 
method is the electric way, and the food is 
put into the electric cooker cold—without 
preliminary preparation on a stove or range 
—and the automatic clock shuts off the cur 
rent at the proper time, without any at- 
tention on the part of the cook. The cur- 
rent is turned on for a short time only, and 
the imprisoned heat cooks the food. 


The electric fireless cooker is more nearly 


automatic in action than any other house 
hold labor-saving device. And because the 
clock attachment makes it impossible to 
use more than the small amount of elec 
tricity necessary, it is truly economical as 
well.
